His plan 
to set off a timed explosive in the 
family motor car was so well thought 
out that five weeks afterward police, 
sheriff, insurance investigators and re- 
porters had uncovered no clue whatso- 
ever.

. The senatorial.record of Mr. Nor- 
ris, with all* its ramifications, has 

n endorsed in as convincing a 
manner as anyone could wish. Many 
reasons have been advanced as to why 
such. an endorsement should not be 
extended to him. The opposition to 
Mr. Norris ‘has been conducted as 
ably and as thoroughly as any group 
of capable politicians could do the 
job. The candidacy of as fine a 
statesman as Nebraska ever produced 
has been presented to the state as 
an alternative to that of Mr. Norris, 
and has been rejected. 


Acceptance of the situation is there- 
fore awmatter without “choice. To 
continué the argument is to waste 
words. The opposition to Senator 
Norris has been so completely sub- 
dued and se thoroughly discredited 
that further jousting with the wind- 
mill is more quixotic than Quixote 
himself. 


There is not even good reason for 
being disgruntled over the result. For 
the purpose of the Nebraska political 
situation, 70,000 people can’t be 
wrong. The will of the state is sel- 
dom expressed in so tremendous a 
majority, and it must be taken not 
only as an endorsement of Mr. Norris 
but also as at least a temporary

_The state of Nebraska has elected |

this year, as it has many times in| 
the past, mainly because he is not 
wanted there. If his return to Wash- 
ington causes discomfiture in official 
circles, the people of Nebraska will 
regard their votes as not having been | 
cast in vain.

Nebraska nurses an  ingrowing 
grouch against America in general | 
and eastern America in particular. 
The state expects nothing from the 
national government, which» it re- 
gards as largely under eastern con- 
trol, and asks nothing. It has lost 
interest in constructive participation 
in federal affairs, and its people are 
in a vindictive frame of mind. 

This grouch is cultural as much 
as litical. Nebraska and its peo- 
ple have been the butt of eastern joke- 
sters so long they are embittered.

The explanation of this fascinating | 
political paradox is to be found not | 
in an analysis of Norris, but of Ne- 
braska. As a senator, Norris has given | 
Nebraska something the state never | 
had before. He has put the “Gentle-— 
man from Nebraska” on every front 
page in America, and has kept him | 
there. A resident of Nebraska can pick | 
up the latest edition of a New York | 
daily or of an Arizona weekly, and | 
find “Norris of Nebraska” in at least 
three type faces.

But the publicity Norris gets for 
Nebraska is not the whole story. His 
real strength in Nebraska is meas- 
ured by the antagonisms he stirs up 
beyond the borders of the state. His 
people take delight in setting him on 
the heels of the ruling powers, whether 
of. government, of fimance or of in- 
dustry. The more he makes himself 
obnoxious to a political party, to a 
national administration or to Wall 
Street, the better they like him. 

Nebraska is not interested in the 
smallest degree in what progress he 
or what he accomplishes. It 
has been said of Norris that he has 


cast more negative votes against win- 
ning causes and more affirmative 
yotes for lost causes than any other 


man in the senate. But every time 
he succeeds in pestering his prey until 
it turns around and snarls back at 
him, the chuckles can be heard all 
the way from Council Bluffs to 
Scottsbluff. 


The summary of it all is that Ne 
braska derives a great deal of pleas- 
ure out of shoving George Norris 
down the great American throat. He 
has been an effective emetic in re- 
publican and democratic administra- 
tions alike, has worried every presi- 
dent from Taft to Hoover. His re- 
tirement from the senate, whether 
voluntary or forced, would be wel- 
comed in more quarters than that 
of any of his colleagues. 


The people of Nebraska know this, 
and enjoy it. Every time Norris baits 
the power trust or lambasts the socia] 
lobby, Nebraska gets the same amuse- 
ment out of his antics that a small 
boy gets out of sicking a dog on an 
alley cat. When he shies a brickbat 
at a president, Nebraska has as muel 
fun as a kid’ pushing over an out- 
house. 
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You have to know the isolation of 
the hinterland to understand why this 
is so. Nebraska has sent many men 
to the senate who were more capable 
than Norris, as his predecessors and 
as his contemporaries. It has had 
other senators who have done more 
for the state and for the nation than 
he has. 


But it has never had another sen- 
ator who let the whole world know 
there was a “Gentleman from Nebras- 
ka” in the manner he has succeeded 
in doing. Nebraska could send a suc-

Norris does not represent Nebraska 
politics. He is the personification of 
a Nebraska protest against. the -intel- 
lectual aloofness of the east. A vote 
for Norris is cast into the ballet box 
with all the venom of a snowhall 
thrown at a silk hat. The spirit that 
puts him over is vindictive, retalia- 
tory. Another senator might get fed- 
eral projects, a@ministrative favor, 
post offices and perk barrel plunder 
for Nebraska, but the state is con- 
temptuous of these. For nearly two 
decades Norris has kept Nebraska be- 
yond the pale of federal favor, but his 
people consider him worth the price. 

George Norris is the burr Nebraska 
delights in putting under the eastern 
saddle. He is the reprisal for all the 
jokes of vaudevillists, the caricatures 
of cartoonists and the jibes of humor- 
ists that have come out of the east 
in the last quarter of a century.

NN HOOVER EE 


President Tells C. of C. 
Delegates World Needs 
To Reduce Armies. 


| 


WASHINGTON, May 4.-—(4)—A 
slash of armaments was advocated by 
President Hoover today aS a major 
means by which the world can encour- 
age business revival. 

The congress of the International 
Chamber of Commerce heard from 
him that nearly five billion dollars is | 
spent yearly on arms, 70 per cent 
more than before the great war. 

This, he called a burden upon eco- 
nomic recuperation, which gives rise 
to fear and threats that contribute 
“to all forms of instability, whether 
social, political or economic.” 

The president took his stand in an 


address of weleonte, which opened a 
week of discussion by the congress on 
ways to alleviate international busi- 
ness dullness. 

In the brief speech in Constitution 
Hall, three blocks southwest of the 
White House, he did not mention the 
tariff or war debt questions. The 
thousand delegates rose to applaud his 
remarks at the conclusion and he left 
immediately. 

An attack on high tariff policies 
came shortly afterward from Georges 
Theunis, of Belgium, in his report as 
the retiring president of the world 
Wusiness organization, 

Without referring to the Smoot- 
Hawley law, he expressed a convic- 
tion that tariffs in force in most 
countries “constitute one of the fun- 
damental causes of our economic trou- 
bles.” 

“A liberal customs policy might be 
expected to lead to better business,” 
he said. “But the present depression 
itself has the effect of increasing the 
protectionist temper of the various 
states.” 

John H. Fahey, Boston publisher, 
reminded the congress at this after- 
noon’s session that foreign dealers 
have a recourse to the tariff commis- 
sion under the Smoot-Hawley plan, if 
they consider its rates unfair, 

He said some rates have proved 
higher than necessary to equalize dif- 
ferences of productions costs here and 
abroad, and some changes already 
have been made. 

President Hoover attributed a large 
share of responsibility for the depres- 
sion to the great war, with its resul- 
tant destruction of life and property, 
increased taxes and social and politi- 
cal instability. This led to his plea 
for co-operative limitation and reduc- 
tion of armament. 

He cited the Kellogg-Briand pact 
renouncing war as giving assurance 
for the self-defense of nations with 
proportionately far less military 
forees than at present, 

“Endeavor as we must in support 
of every proposal of international eco- 
nomic co-operation that is just to our 
respective peoples,” he said, “yet we 
must recognize that reduction of this 
gigantic waste of competition in mili- 
tary establishments is in the ultimate 
of an importance transcendent over 
all other forms of economic effort.” 

Noting progress made in scaling 
down naval arms, he called attention 
to the forthcoming conference on re- 
duction of land arms and said:

“Of all proposals for the economic 
rehabilitation of the world, IL know 
of none which compares in necessity |

He saw nothing in the present situ- 
ation to warrant “particular optimism 
or special pessimism,” he blamed the 
depression on these causes “of a uni- 
versal character: Relative overcap- 
italization, arbitrary, halting interven- 
tion on the part of governments and 
economic nationalism.” | 

The national committees were re- 
ported unanimous in complaints | 
against widespread overproduction, in | 
connection with which Russian dump- | 
ing of certain products was men- 
tioned. 

Theunis said the soviet tactics have 
increased the world’s commercial suf- 
ferings “‘at a time when the situa- 
tion was already serious enough.” 

While not referring directly to the 
American farm board's activities in 
wheat and cotton, he called govern- 
ment intervention to fix prices a hard- 
ly excusable error. He said such in- 
tervention can only prolong the crisis 
and proves very expensive to the tax- 
payer.

CARDINAL POMPIL 
SUCCUMBS IN ROME 


May 5.—(Tuesday.)—() 
Cardinal Basilio Pompilj, pastor of 
the basilica of St. John lateran and 
vicar general to Pope Pius, died short- 
ly after midnight tonight. He was 73. 

As viear general he had charge of 
the Rome diocese. The basilica of 
St. John lateran, of which he was 
pastor, is known as the mother church 
of Christendom, where the popes had 
their headquarters for centuries be- 
fore they moved to St. Peters. 

Pius X, in November, 1911, elevat- 
ed him to the cardinalate in rec- 
ognition of work for the Roman con- 
eregations, the ecclesiastical tribunals 
and the Catholic activities in Rome. 

Two years later Pius X appointed 
him his vicar general. He rose from 
the rank of cardinal~leacon to that 
of cardinal-priest and then to that of 
cardinal-bishop.

Would Not Hear From Andy. 

At Winchester the old Confederates 
flocked in to the meeting by thou- 
sands from every direction. They 
took possession of the town and re- 
fused to allow Mr. Johnson to make 
his address. Everything was for 
Cheatham and the day’s doings were 
a complete flop for both Johnson and 
Maynard. 

The next day over at Fayetteville 
the same sort of defiant mob was 
gathered. Mr. Johnson and I were 
taken to his home by Mr. Jones, who 
insisted that the day's speaking should 
be canceled, lest there might be a 
bloody outbreak. 

At Clarksville, in big “Elephant 
Warehouse,” a tremendous crowd was 
assembled. It heard Maynard dumbly 
then hailed and cheered General 
Cheatham like madmen, and when it 
came Mr. Johnson’s turn. to speak 
those old Confederates arose en masse 
and howled for 20 minutes without a 
break; shrieking epithets and curses 
at Johnson and refusing to hear him.

Magnanimity and Magnetism. 

There occurred one of the most re- 
markable incidents that my memory 
retains. 

Seeing the purpose of the crowd to 
deny Mr. Johnson a hearing the large 
number of Indies who had come to 
the meeting hasSily left the ware- 
house in search of safety. 

While the pandemonium was pro- 
ceeding Mr. Jonson stood at the 
speaker's table as rigid as a bronze 
statue, only his sharp, eagle eyes 
glancing unblinkingly over the mob. 

At length the howlers tired some- 
what and at that sign Hon. Gus 
Henry, the “Eagle Orator of Tennes- 
see,” whom Johnson had once defeated 
for governor, arose and claimed 8i- 
lence, saying that Mr. Johnson was 8 
great citizen of the state and entitled 
to be heard—adding: “Fellow-citizens, 
I know he is great because he con- 
kuered me!” 

The crowd sat down, quieted. And 
before Johnson was halt through his 
speech it was again on its feet cheer- 
ing him as one man. They even want- 
ed to ride him to his hotel on their 

oulders ! : 
Sa rhe cainpaign went on after that 
quite pedceably until its finish at 
Memphis. The end, as 1 have said 
previously, was such a division of the 
democratic votes between Johnson tnd 
Cryeatham as to allow Maynard, the 
republican, to come out winner. He 
was congressman at large for two 
years. 

But some little over two years later 
Mr. Johnson's friends swept the legis- 
lative field sufficiently to elect him 
to the United States senate. He sat 
in the special senate session of 1875 
for 19 days, and died during the sum- 
mer recess.

Senator Josiah W. Bailey, democrat, 
indieated today be might oppose at- 
tempts to turn over the North Care 
lina ballot boxes to the senate subcom- 
mittee investigating the contest of his 
election by George M. Pritchard, de- 
feated republican candidate.

Judge I. M. Meekins, the third fed- 
eral district judge in the state, after 
wiring Mr. Bailey to ask if he wished 
to oupeer the procedure, ordered his 
marshals to seize the boxes but not to 
turn them over to the subcommittee 
until ten days had been allowed for 
a further hearing. 

Although saying he, had mot defi- 
nitely decided to resist the action, 
Senator Bailey expressed a wish that 
the other two judges would amend 
their orders to ¢onform with that of 
Judge Meekins. 

Pointing out that all United States 
marshals in this state “are republic- 
ans,” Baile. said: 

“I would not be inclined to com- 
plain if the courts had provided satis- 
factory measures for the safeguarding 
of tthe ballots under supervision of 
all parties concerned.”

regusted. For one straight 
month I’ve been .studying over Pro- 
fessor Yandell Henderson's latest con- 
tribution to the subject of resuscita- 
tion and darned if I can find any 
loose spots or any comfort at all. I 
hate to admit it, but it begins to look 
as though the man may be right. He 
declares that inhalations of a mix- 
ture of 7 per cent carbon dioxide and 
93 per cent oxygen should be adminis- 
tered to each and every newborn baby, 
from an inhalater (not a lung motor) 
for 10 minutes three times a day for 
the first few days. 

That is tantamount to saying that 
every infant is born asphyxiated. 
Professor Henderson «does not say it 
in just that way, but he does say that 
“the. asphyxiated respiratory center of 
the newborn, or of a drowned person, 
requires a much higher pressure of 
carbon dioxide than does a normal 
center to stimulate it into respiratory 


activity.” That “pressure of carbon 
dioxide” means the proportion of car- 
bon dioxide in the mixture inhaled. 
It was this irrepressible Professor 
Yandell Henderson who told us. doc- 
tors a few years ago that the rite of 
spanking the newborn baby to make 
the infant cry and breathe is a mere 
rite and has nothing to do with the 
initiation of breathing. This rather 
roiled some of us old-timers who had, 
as we fondly imagined, given hundreds 
of little strangers a good start in 
life by this hallowed ceremony. But 
the hard bitten professor stood solidly 
on his scientific ground and smiled at 
our hoary medical traditions. He 
pretty well proved beyond peradven- 
ture or cavil, that earbon dioxide, not 
irritation of the skin nor the shock 
of cold water, is the actual stimulant 
of respiration. Without carbon diox- 
ide the bimbo just can’t start breath- 
ing. and that’s all there is about it. 
The inhalator for administering 
the carbon dioxide and oxygen to the 
newborn infant is a portable one, con- 
sisting of a cylinder of oxygen and 
carbon dioxide, a special mask to fit 
around the face, a needle valve ar- 
rangement and an inflatable rubber 
bag. The bag is filled with the proper 
mixture, the mask carefully applied to 
fit around the face (it has inflatable 
rubber rim) and the doctor simply 
squeezes the bag gently to inflate the 
baby’s lungs, then presses gently on 
the baby’s chest to cause expiration. 
This, Profeasor Henderson assures 03, 
is quite as effective as any more com- 
plicated apparatus for artificial respi- 
ration can ever be, and it is without 
the risk of injury to the lungs which 
such apparatus involves. It is prob- 
ably the best known means of pre 
venting atelectasis (collapse of lung 
or failure to expand) and pneumonia

owned none of the capital stock. 

In her petition for letters of ad- 


ministration, Mrs. Taylor said that 
Mr. McAlister and Mr, Adams had 
informed her that Mr. Taylor had 
transferred all his stock to them two 
years ago. he will, however, 1s 
dated in April of last year. She con- 
tends that the transfer is_ illegal. 
Judge Stevens probated the will in 
common form and appointed Mrs. 
Taylor temporary administratrix with 
the will annexed. 

Should the transfer prove to be il- 
legal, Mrs. Taylor contends, her in- 
terest in the iron works will total 
around $200,000. Should it stand un- 
der the claims of Mr. McAlister and 
Mr. Adams, her interest in the estate 
Will approximate only about $1,000, 
she added. 


‘More Workable Prohibition Law’ 
Urged by WayneCounty Grand Jury 


JESUP: Ga.. May 4.—A proposal 


for revision of the national prohibi- | 


tion law was revealed today in a list 
of recommendations by the Wayne 
county superior court grand jury. 


Declaring that “‘unsatisfactory con- 
ditions have come after ten years’ 
operation of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, ’ the grand jury asserted “we 
are obliged to admit as a body of 
supposedly representative citizens and 
temperate men that our present pro- 
hibition law with its enforcement has 
failed in its original purpose with 
enormous losses in revenue to help | 
the government.” 


“With heavy expenses,” the report 
adds, “prohibition has not accomplish- 
ed enforcement, and therefore we feel 
a decided change in the law is need- 
ed, without any thought, however, of 
bringing back the saloon, but to make 
it a more workable law.” 


The grand jury also demanded a 
program of economy in the opera- 
tion of the county government and 
urged a taxation reduction of the 
average home owner and other real 
estate holdings. In connection with 
the matter of taxation, the report 
said: 

“The attention of the public at 
large and especially of all publie of- 
ficials is called to the heavy tax load 
that is now burdening the people. In- 
stead of becoming lighter it is be- 
coming heavier. New appropriations 
are constantly sought and new rea- 
sons for spending public funds of- 
fered with wearisome constancy, and 
the mounting cost of government goes 
on and on. 

“Direct attention is called to the 
fact that Wayne county, together with 
its various districts and towns has a 
bonded debt of well over $600,000 
which entails an interest payment 
alone of near $3,000 per month. This 
burden cannot be carried longer by 
real estate and property.tax alone, 
but can only be met by drastic re- 
ductions in the expense of our schools, 
our courts and all other costs. 

“We find that what was once the

To work for a newspaper that is devoted to 
something beyond the accumulation of money is about the best 
job there can be. 

Now and then one hears newspapermen who began 
the life two decades ago complain that newspapers have 
been emasculated. They complain that editorial pages 
are confined to ringing pleas for tourist camp sanita- 
tion, learned discussions as to whether elephants sleep 
or there is a Sixth Sense, cordial welcome addresses to 
the visiting delegates and endorsements of departed 
business men. They moan because news pages are com- 
pletely turned over to publicity agents for the power 
company, the state fair, the home for indigent pawn- 
‘brokers and the local lecture bureau. They howl as 
Mose O’Donnell, who takes out half a page ad announc- 
ing his fire sale, rates a one-column cut and life history 

‘on Page 3, main news section. 

This is partly true. . ) 

Yet newspapers that win the Pulitzer prize “for the most 
disinterested and meritorious public service by an American 
newspaper” are not that sort of flabby newspapers. They are 
old-fashioned newspapers with courage and honor and a méas- 
ure of the ancient tradition of the craft.
